We cherish a 
faint hope (which orovious experience does not Justify) that CIC will refrain 
from telling © Sl'ANKO thot V-liii)09 is a ZIPPEKite, but UA* has agreed that this 
will not be an unmitigeted catastrophe, though certainly not the best of all 
possible situations. We have not asked CIC ■^at they told © blAITKO, nor have 
TT9 explained our true motives in recruiting him.
